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SUICIDE THREAT 


Herman Kney Gets Ammunition Con­ 


cealed Months Ago and Fires 


Bullet Into Brain. 


RELEASED 
FROM 
HOSPITAL 


F o r‘ Insane at Richmond Last Mon­ 


day— Sisters 
Discover 
Him 


Breathing His Last. 


After being out of the Eastern In­ 
diana Hospital for Insane only two 
days Herman Kney, 21 years old, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Kney, com­ 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon 
about 4 :30 o'clock at his home about 
four miles south of Homer in Orange 
township. 
The young man had been in the in­ 
sane hospital for sixteen months but 
apparently had recovered. Before 
being taken there, he often threaten­ 
ed to commit suicide and also to 
harm persons about the Kney house­ 
hold. Although they believed him re­ 
covered his parents had taken every 
temptation out of his way. There 
was not a single piece of ammuni­ 
tion on the place as far as they 
knew. 
He had been working in the field 
with his father yesterday and ap 
parently had been in good spirits. He 
left the field about four o'clock an'5 
went to the house without saying 
anything as to his intentions. He en­ 
tered the house where his two sisters 
were at work in the kitchen preparing 
for a Thanksgiving dinner. 
In a few minutes the sisters heard 
the report of a gun and rushed to­ 
ward the sound. 
They found their 
brother lying on the floor in a hall 
way in the front part of the house, 
breathing his last. He had shot him­ 
self in the right temple with a 32 
ealibre rifle. 
Dr. W. S. Coleman, county coroner, 
was called and held an inquest. The 
mystery, which the parents are un­ 
able to solve, is where the young man 
got the cartridge he used in the rifle. 
They have come to the conclusion 
that the young man must have con­ 
cealed the cartridge about the house 
before he was taken to the hospital 
and then he returned have gone to 
the hiding place and got it. The coro­ 
ner found four twenty-two cartridges 
in the young man's pocket, but as 
far as the coroner was able to dis­ 
cover the only thirty-two cartridge 
which the young man had was the 
one which ended his life. 
The funeral services will be held at 
the German church 
Saturday, the 
Rev. G. G. Winter, officiating. 
The 
cortege will leave the house at ten 
o’clock Saturday morning. 
The in­ 
terment will be made in the cemetery 
near the church.

to whether the bonds were good. In 
the case of the bonds for work al­ 
ready completed there seems to be no 
question at all, as the bonds stand 
for payment for work actually per­ 
formed. 
But in the case of bonds for work 
not yet undertaken or bui partially 
completed the validity of the bonds is 
questioned. Such bonds are good, it 
is held by the 
auditor, at least in 
proportion to the amount of work 
completed. 
As to the proportion of 
bonds for work uncompleted, it is a 
question whether the work can be 
ordered completed and payment or­ 
dered or whether ^the proportion 
should not be demanded of the county 
as rebate. It is to settle these ques­ 
tions that Auditor Billheimer urges 
early action to get the matter into 
court whecre it can be settled by de­ 
cision.

are p rep ared to embark at a moment’s 
notice. In addition the gu nboat Vicks­ 
bu rg is at Corinto on the Pacific side, 
and the cru iser Des Mbines is on her 
way to Grey towu on the Atlantic coast 
of Nicaragu a. 
The cru iser Tacoma 
and the gu nboat M arietta will arriv e 
at Port Limon, Costa Rica, within the 
nex t few day s. The state dep artment, 
it is su rmised, is delay ing decisiv e ac­ 
tion in the crisis, not only for the p u r­ 
p ose of obtaining fu rther information

Cherry , 111., Nov . 25 .—The hop e of 
stricken Cherry that its lost might re­ 
tu rn from the tomb was effaced by the 
discov ery of 168 bodies in the fated St. 
Pau l mine. Down in the blackened cav ­ 
erns where they had stru ggled with 
death the lifeless v ictims were fou nd 
in a grewsome heap . 
Somewhere in the u nex p lored chan­ 
nels of the chamber of horrors are 
twenty -one others, liv ing or dead— 
p robably dead. When these are fou nd 
the greatest agony of the grief-bu r­ 
dened familes-—the p ain of su sp ense 
that begets alternate hop e and desp air 
—will v anish. 
The bodies were fou nd in a hideou s 
heap in a p lace near the winding 
stairway leading from the lower to the 
middle v ein of the mine. There were 
indications that the men had not been 
dead long. 
Some of the firemen who 
saw them said that the men ap p eared 
to hav e been killed only a few hou rs 
before. This statem ent was denied by 
officials, w ho say they had rep orts that 
decomp osition 
had 
already set in. 
There was ev idence that the men, fu lly 
realizing the fate they were facing, 
worked desp erately to sav e themselv es 
u ntil ex hau stion ov erp owered them. 
They bu ilt a wall to p rotect them­ 
selv es from smcke, flame and w ater; 
they constru cted a fan with their tools 
and what other m aterial they had at 
hand to keep a su p p ly of air in their 
chamber, and sat down, weak and sick, 
to awrait either death or rescu e. 
Finally , after day s of waiting, they 
left their barricade, hop ing to find 
some chance of escap e. They reached 
the end of the stairw ay and there were 
felled by a downp ou r of steam and 
smoke from abov e. They fainted and 
fell on top of each other to die. 
The fire in the mine continu es, as 
the resu lt of which all efforts to rescu e 
the bodies of entombed men has been 
su sp ended. If control of the flames Is 
not gained soon it is believ ed the en­ 
tire mine and the bodies rem aining 
there will be lost, together with more 
than eighteen bodies strewn abou t the 
tu nnels. The danger of the fire work­ 
ing throu gh the coal dep osits in the 
second v ein and u p the face of the 
main shaft is increasing hou rly . Cap ­ 
tain Corrigan has discov ered that the 
fire has eaten its way throu gh the coal 
at a dep th of sev eral feet from the face 
of the main shaft and tu nnels. 
This 
hidden combu stion, the ex tent or in­ 
tensity of which cannot be estimated, 
may also ignite a large p ocket of im­ 
p risoned gases on the second lev el. 
Unless the firemen su cceed within 
the nex t twenty -fou r hou rs in ex tin­ 
gu ishing the fire, it is asserted that the 
mine will be sealed indefinitely . This 
means that the bodies fou nd at the 
bottom of the third lev el will not be 
brou ght u p for bu rial.

The man had been gone from 
the store only a few minutes until the 
condition of the hen fruiit was no­ 
ticed by the proprietor, who soon had 
him back in the store, agreeing to 
purchase the eggs after they were 
candled, but on no other 
condition. 
The man refused and did admit that 
he had gathered some of them from 
under setting hens. 
The result was 
he took back the eggs. 
Most of the 
thirty -four dozen were 
rotten and 
v alueless for market purpose» . 
Persons bringing eggs to market 
should remember that the pure food 
law is ex ceedingly strict on this m at­ 
ter and its 
officers are at all times 
scouring the State in hopes of catch­ 
ing some parties who knowingly m ar­ 
ket deteriorated lien fruit 
The fine 
is heav y on conv iction. 
On the other hand the merchants 
retailing such eggs is liable to a sim ­ 
ilar fine if he refuses to make good 
all bad eggs th at he sells patrons. At 
the present high price of hen fruit 
the poor consumer hardly earees to 
waste much money on rotten eggs 
and it would be well for producers 
to look well to the freshness of the 
supply t ha>t they market.
